W hether it ia th a t telegraphs and rail­ 
roads, bringing ua in closer comm unication 
w ith th e rest of th e world, cause us to per­ 
ceive more clearly their sufferings and m is­ 
ery, or w hether it is th a t in advancing to 
a higher degree of civilization man has de­ 
veloped a more sensitive organization— 
w hichever it may be, I have been much 
im pressed by the general sym pathy and 
real horror experienced by ail Parisians 
w ith regard to the catastrophe a t Nice. 
H aving ju st passed through the painful 
ordeal of a terrible lire, such as is seldom 
seen in the French Capital, th ey can more 
easily imagine th e terro r such a.sight m ust 
inspire. 
T he d e ta ilso f this accident are 
fearful, and each day some sad event is 
telegraphed w hich is added to the already 
num erous incidents, and which bring tears 
to our eyes and m ake our hearts sink w ith­ 
in us. 
As a general thing, a great deal is 
done to prevent accidents. 
Num erous in ­ 
spectors are appointed to look after the 
security of building#, others to examine the 
food we eat, th a t we may not poison our­ 
selves, and so on ; the Governm ent, like 
a solicitous parent, looking after us w ith 
affectionate care. 
B ut even the G overn­ 
m ent, like real parents, will sometimes be­ 
come careless and tru st to our good stars 
to take care of us w ithout the aid of in­ 
spectors or surveillance. 


T H E ACCIDENT AT NICE. 
D uring th e day of the accident th e 
M ayor of Nice wa3 inform ed th a t the gas 
pipes were in a had condition, and it would 
be advisable to postpone th e evening’s 
perform ance, b u t yielding to the urgent 
request of the m anager, who was fearful of 
losing th e receipts of a successful repre­ 
sentation on aosouat of a supposed danger, 
th e M ayor gave his permission for the per- 
form an e to take place. 
The opera given 
th a t evening was “ Lucia di L im m am oorj’ 
T he perform ance began a t 8 o’clock. 
The 
gods were, of course, in th eir places a t the 
ring of the curtain, so as to lose none of 
the music, for the inhabitants of Nice are, 
for the most part, of Italian origin and ex­ 
trem ely fond of music ; besides, the boat­ 
men along the coast 
are Sicilians or 
Italians, and when on shore w here they 
can hear an opera, th eir last sou goes to 
procure them th a t enjoym ent. 
I rem em ­ 
ber well, during the occasion of operas in 
San Francisco, of seeing the top galleries 
alw ays tilled w ith rows of black eyes and 
beards and red shirts, and th eir owners 
were a3 severe in their criticism s and as ar­ 
bitrary’ in th eir taste3 as though they were 
judges 
pronouncing judgm ent on their 
peers 
and not gods looking down upon 
ordinary m ortals. 
I t was about half-past 
8 when the explosion of gas occurred, and 
although all the upper galleries and boxes 
were filled with spectators, the n ajorit-y of 
the fashionable and rich owners of the 
private boxes had not y et arrived. 
E s­ 
cape was alm ost impossible besides, as in 
all the theaters throughout France there is 
b u t 
one 
exit, 
and 
th a t 
through 
a 
narrow door, so th a t those who could 
have 
reached 
it 
would 
have 
found 
it difficult to proceed further ; however, a 
very sm all num ber did escape, 
b ut they 
w ere occupants of th e lower boxes and 
w ere of a lim ited num ber. 
The prima 
donna, Blanca Donadío, who was in her 
dressiDg-room dressed, prepared to appear 
before the public, suddenly found herself 
in total darkness, and in a sudden tit of 
fright, 
lied to her rooms at th e hotel, 
where, on her arrival, she had a terrible 
fit of hysterics. 
H er impressarlo, Mr. 
Strakosch, was slightly wounded iu the leg. 
The company of em barcation for vessels 
anchoring in the harbor arrived w ith the 
m arine pumps, and im m ediately a system 
of draw ing w ater from the sea was organ­ 
ized on the beach, and a t 10 o’clock they 
were m asters of the fire. 
A ll the sailors 
and th e pom piers m anifested the greatest 
courage and bravery, and unfortunately 
some of them were wounded, although not 
seriously injured. 


THEY RUSHED INTO TH E FIR E 
To rescue the living, or rather to snatch 
from the hungry Haines the bodies of the 
victims, and as they were brought out they 
w ere carried into the church of Saint F ran­ 
cois de Paul, near by, and there th e in­ 
habitants of the city came to look for 
their missing friends. 
The bodies were 
all so charred and burned th at they’ were 
m ostly recognized only by some trin k et, or 
p art of the clothing which had resisted the 
flames. 
In the night fifty-nine bodies were 
carried to the church, among them those 
of a Mr. Bus th e President of th e Em­ 
ployers’ Society of Commerce, his wife, hi3 
sister-in-law , bis m other-in-law and his 
nephew ; they had ail occupied a private 
box together. 
There was also the body of 
C ottoni, th e basso-bouffe of the Italian 
troujie ; 
he dropped down dead from as­ 
phyxia ju st as b e reached the door, after 
having descended three pairs of stairs. 
The identification of the victim s iu the 
church th a t 
night was a heartrending 
sig h t; a husband recognized the body of 
his wife alm ost calcined ; three corpses, al­ 
m ost burned to a charcoal were found w ith 
arm s interlocked, the father, m other and 
little boy, which last held an orange in his 
hand. 
The Prefet, the Maire, th e General, 
and all the civil and m ilitary authorities 
rem ained nearly the entire night giving 
orders on the place of th e disaster. 
There 
was to have been a regatta th e following 
day, ami a grand fete, which was of course 
counterm anded the same evening, and the 
m oney destined for the prize was given to 
the poor families of the victims. 
The next 
m orning the bodies exposed in the church 
were carried to one of the alleys of the 
garden of the chateau, and placed under a 
ten t erected for the purpose. 
The most 
profound consternation reigned throughout 
th e city, and it was a heartrending spec­ 
tacle to see alm ost the entire population 
passing around them in procession, and en­ 
deavouring to recognize some dear and 
loved one. 
The flags on the m onum ents 
w ere placed a t half m ast, all the theaters 
V ere closed the following evening cf the 
catastrophe, aud the entire city was in 
m ourning. 
All th a t next day 


BODIES WERE DISCOVERED 
And carried beneath the tent, until the 
num ber am ounted to eighty. 
A bout forty 
were identified and taken aw ay by friends. 
Besides the num ber found it is supposed 
there m ust be about twenty’ or th irty more 
buried beneath the ruins, for letters by­ 
hundreds arrive from ail parts of France, 
England and other countries, asking for 
m issing relatives and friends. 
As Nice is 
a great resort for strangers, m any of them 
w ere undoubtedly ainobg the victims, and 
it will therefore be weeks and weeks before 
all the names can be m ade known. 
Two 
young English ladies w ith th eir brother 
on a tour throughout Europe happened on 
th a t night to attend the opera, and all 
three m et w ith their death. 
M any of the 
faces of the women were ro charred th at 
it 
was 
difficult to 
believe th a t they 
had 
been buraas, and yet th eir long 
buttoned 
gloves 
and 
bracelets 
upon 
th e ir 
arm s 
were 
clearly 
visible. 
The 
following day, from 9 o’clock until 12, 
th e public obsequies of the unfortunate 
victim s took place. 
The official cortege 
united in a hall at the foot of the hill leading 
to the chateau. 
A ll the civil and mili­ 
tary authorities took part in th ii m ourn­ 
ful ceremony, and followed five immense 
hearses completely surrounded by black 
drapery, surm ounted by crowns of immor­ 
telles, and containing fifty-five dead bodies. 
T he cortege was conducted by the cavaliers 
of artillery. 
The procession descended the 


avLflne of the chateau, and then proceeded 
to the church of the port, where a large 
altar had been erected before th e great 
portal for the funeral service. 
Before the 
church the hearses were arranged iu tw o 
lines, in the first line two, and then the 
three others. 
The civil 
aud m ilitary 
authorities rem ained standing a t th e front, 
and when th e services were finishc-d, the 
M ayor, in affecting tones, thanked the 
entire population in a few words for 
th tir sym pathy on the occasion of this 
terrible calam ity. 
The procession then 
returned to the chateau. 
The entire popu­ 
lation of N ice took part in the ceremony ; 
more th an 80 000 persons were to he seen 
on th e G rand l'lace Cassini, aud 
more 
th a n 
50,000 
followed 
the 
proces­ 
sion. 
B ehind 
th e 
hearses 
were • seen 
th e parents of the victims in an inde­ 
scribable state of sorrow- and affliction. 
Following them came the military bands, 
playing m atches of th e dead. ,Iu short the 
whole scene was one of complete desolation 
and woe. 
On Friday evening n ext takes place at 
the G rand Opera the first representation of 
Gounod’s new opera, th e “ T rib u t de Za­ 
m ora.” 
A first representation a t this tem ­ 
ple of song is a rare circum stance, and of 
course every one who thinks he lias the 
slightest chance of obtaining so great a 
f ivor has dem anded a seat- of some kind, 
or a t least stim dingroom , even if it be far up 
against the ceiling. It seems th a t few others 
than Gouno i’s own personal friends will be 
so fortunate, for in his quality of author he 
has dem anded the tableau of the th eater to 
choose from w hat places lie m ay desire, 
and the adm inistration, aw are of the vast 
num ber of friends he possesses, liave little 
hopes of them selves coming into possession 
of th e many seats th ey can dispose of. 
Gounod is to direct the orchestra himself, 
which fact adds much to 


TH E CURIOSITY OF TH E FASHIONABLE WORLD 
W ho desire to be present, and as G ounod’s 
friends will more than fill the house, it is 
decided th a t there w ill be three first rep­ 
resentations, on w hich occasions the com­ 
poser w ill fill the role of orchestra director. 
Of all the living composers in the world, 
none perhaps have so m any personal friends 
as Gounod ; scarcely a m usician or w riter 
but has on some occasion or other received 
from him a shake of the hand ; then all the 
literary celebrities are his friends, not only 
all in Paris, bu t in London, Brussels and 
other cities, and hosts of these have ex­ 
pressed a desire to atten d the first perform ­ 
ance of his new opera. The tableau handed 
over to Golinod for his choice for th e three 
evenings will be retu rn -d to the office only 
on Friday morning, when the opera-starv­ 
ing public will be allowed to gar.her up the 
few crum bs left.

TIIF. PORK WAR. 
T he ten thousand charcutiert throughout 
France have been heaping m aledictions on 
the heads of th e Am erican nation. 
I t is 
alleged th a t haifis have been sent over here 
in a harm ful state, for the reason th a t pork 
dealers in th e U nited B tates have cured 
hams from pork which had died of some 
disease. 
The G overnm ent ordered an in ­ 
spection of ail hams arriving at H avre or 
other ports, and directed the tainted ones 
to be sent back to America. 
Besides, bills 
were posted throughout the country w arn­ 
ing the inhabitants against the use of these 
hams. 
The 
French 
people, 
becoming 
frightened at the idea of their whole body- 
turning into worms, vowed they would eat 
no more pork, and no article of food have 
they been w illing to buy’ which contained 
the sm allest particle of the cochon* 
The 
r/uircuíierestablishm ents are never attached 
to butcher shops, and sell a sufficient vari­ 
ety of m eats aud diEhes containing more or 
less pork, to be entirely independent. The 
French are great consum ers of charcuterie, 
and the ten thousand shops all seemed to 
be doing a nourishing business. 
Since this 
affair ot the alleged spoiled hams and the 
appearance 
the posters, it seems the 
m erchants have not disposed of an ounce 
of th eir comestibles in a whole week. 
Their state lias become so desperate th at 
they have sent in a petition, miles in length, 
begging the G overnm ent to explain by 
other posters th a t there exists a difference 
betweeti salted pork and comestibles made 
of fresh pork. 
These ten thousand charca- 
tiers are all going into bankruptcy, and the 
m ajority, who made a very comfortable 
living and had money ahead, are now deep 
in debt. 
T heir m iseries they all place to 
the account of America, whose inhabitants, 
they say, for greed of gain, have sent over 
bad hams to them . 


w a s h e r w o m a n ' s d a y . 
T hursday was M i careme, the breathing 
space of all religious eouls, yet the day is 
Baid not to be a religious fete, although all 
religious people celebrate it. 
The G overn­ 
m ent does not recognize the day, since 
there is no religious reason for doing so, 
and the Bourse, the Chaintiers and business 
generally were not suspended. 
The mi- 
careme is the fete of the washerwomen, 
and on th a t day th e /avoirs along the Seine 
were dressed in evergreens, flowers and 
flags, and presented quite a picturesque 
sight. 
They m ade a more splendid tu rn ­ 
out this year than for a long tim e past. 
There were long lines of gaily-dressed cav­ 
aliers on horseback, behind whom came 
open carriages filled w ith tfom en dressed 
in different historical and ratio n al cos­ 
tum es, and not of a taw dry description 
cither. 
The sight was a gay and attractive 
one, and I assure you there were others 
than gamins who ran after them to get a

H enry Voght, a neighbor of 
theirs, lately purchased an old field w ith a 
well upon it w here a house once stood, but 
was destroyed by fire many years ago, and 
the surroundings were allowed to grow up 
in weeds w ith the abandonm ent of the 
premises. 
Mr. V oght’s first job tow ard 
im proving the place was to reclaim the old 
well, which had long since become partly 
filled up. 
The work progressed w ithout 
incident w orthy of note until the bottom 
was Dearly reached, when a den of snakes, 
all sorts and sizes, from a foot to four feet 
long, commenced darting about and tw ist­ 
ing around each other in their subterranean 
retreat as the terror-stricken well-digger 
clung by his hands to the rope’s end above 
them and hallooed to be hauled out of the 
hole, which he said made him “ think hell” 
until he got to the top, where a council of 
war was held to kill the serpents. 
They 
were so num erous th at no man could lie 
found who was not afraid to com bat w ith 
them in such close quarters, so Mr. Voght 
h it upon a novel plan of scalding them to 
death. 
Several large iron kettles were 
procured from the neighbors, anil a big log 
tire shortly heated about three barrels of 
w ater to the scalding tem perature, aud it 
was poured into the well, killing every one 
of the snakes and half cooking a'good 
many of the sm aller reptiles.

chceked goslings, bought violets to carry 
home to wife, daughter, m am m a, or some 
one’s sister, and it was all a very dainty 
fashion indeed.

lilacs, carried in sprays or in bunches ;

Of lilacs and tea roses, ju st a3 they m ight 
have been crowded iuto a scrap basket as 
gathered from th e garden. 
Some of the 
roses have fallen to the ground, anil lie

as "possible. 
Being th e tim e 
of year which n aturally suggests flowers, 
they 
blossom 
artificially 
in 
great 
profusion 
upon 
all 
m illinery, 
hats 
being fairly loaded w ith them . 
A ccord­ 
ing 
to 
rule, feathers should 
be 
out 
of season, bu t long, light plumes are worn 
w ithout sense or reason, since properly 
they belong to cold w eather. 
.Sometimes 
one sees shoulder capes made entirely of 
small overlopping feathers. 
The coloring 
in m iliuery trim m ings is still warm and 
vivid, being red and yellow iu all shades, and 
the windows of some shops are so glaring 
in their exhibit of silk, ribbon and flower, 
th a t th ey shice like b rilliant spots, from 
a distance. 
Ombre silk means sim ply silk 
woven in all th e shades of one color, and 
th e fadiog of one shade into another is of­ 
ten som ething exquisite, the effect, viewed 
as a whole being quite prism atic.

P a tti came to England in the spring of 
1801. 
Opera-goers still rem em ber 
the 
14th of M ay in th a t year, when P atti, as 
Am ina, in th e “ Sonnam hula,” first con­ 
fronted an English audience. 
From th at 
day her life has been one long Beries of tr i­ 
um phs. 
I 
m ay m ention th a t th e late 
Prince A lbert, whose last opera season it 
was to be, expressed himself w ith un­ 
feigned rapture on th e subject of P a tti ; 
but she stood in no need of even this 
kindly patronage. F or seven years she lived 
among us fancy free, and fewer stones were 
Hung at her than at m ost ladies of her 
profession. 
Then followed the first great 
m istake of her life. 
Y et the M arquis 
de Caux was a fine-looking man enough, of 
courtly presence and ■Af agreeable m an­ 
ners. 
H is nobility, too, was of the most 
authentic description, th e Cahuzacs being 
a very old Gascon family. 
I t is to be 
feared indeed th a t the M arquis is doubly a 
Gascon. 
He had however so far lowered 
his nobility as to accept the post of Cham ­ 
berlain to “ the Prince”— the only title 
his kith and kin would accord to Napoleon 
III. 
The Em peror was much annoyed a t 
the m arriage. Too conscious th a t his court 
lacked prestige in the eye of Guelphs and 
Hohenzollerns, he knew its luster would 
scarcely lie intensified by an officer of the 
palace espousing a singer. 
How evei, he 
was too good-natured and indolent to say 
anything unpleasant to the M arquis ; while 
the Em press also constrained herself to be 
civil. 
She so far unbent as to congratulate 
the P atti, in a grave, m aternal sort of way, 
aud hoped she was aware of th e responsibili­ 
ties th at would be attached to her high sta ­ 
tion. P atti took the lecture m eekly enough, 
and seems to have been rath er awed by the 
dem eanor of th e F irst Lady in France. On 
one point their M ajesties were inexorable. 
The husband of A delina P atti could not 
retain his post as Im perial Chamberlain. 
B ut as the post was not a lucrative one, the 
M arquis 
cared 
little a t the tim e, and 
when Sedan supervened, still less. The m ar­ 
riage took place in England, in the unsym ­ 
pathetic neighborhood of Olapliam. 
P atti 
called on Mr. Gye a few days before the 
ceremony, and lam ented over the difficul­ 
ties which she asserted the clergy put in her 
way. 
“ I assure you I would never have 
m arried if I had known it would be such 
trouble.” 
The fact is, 
the poor girl’s 
parents had given her an excellent musical 
education, 
and, generally speaking, be* 
stowed all possible secular care on her, b ut 
as for religion—why, there would be plenty 
of tim e for th a t by and by. 
So Adelina 
had never even 
“ made her first com­ 
m union,” nor been confirmed, nor been to 
confession. 
And the priests will m arry 
no one who has not taken the sacram ent 
of confession. 
P atti had, accordingly, to 
subm it to a brief course of theological 
instruction. 
Of 
course, 
the 
M arquis, 
too, had to confess, and to receive a certifi­ 
cate to th a t effect. 
I t is said th at on the 
m orning of the wedding he could not find 
this docum ent, and expressed his annoy­ 
ance in extrem ely vigorous French. 
To 
soothe his nerves and aid reflection he sat 
down to smoke a cigarette, when the 
precious certificate was found in the case, 
where the M arquis had deposited it for 
greater security.—[London T ruth.

The M ardi G ras carnival a t New Orleans 
is a local w oadtr, and well w orth visiting. 
The first day is devoted to the reception of 
th e Rex (arrival of the King). 
The m ili­ 
tary companies visiting th e city join the 
local and escort th e “ R e x ” to the G rand 
Opera H ouse,w here he is form ally received 
and given the keys of th e city. 
Speeches 
of welcome and congratulation, patriotic 
aud stirring, are exchanged. 
C ards of in­ 
vitation lim it the attendance a t all enter­ 
tainm ents indoors, day or night. 
The first 
evening aud next day and nig h t the excite­ 
m ent of the reception is followed by grand 
street pageants a: d indoor receptions aud 
tableaux, conduci d by four principal asso­ 
ciations in a most extravagant style. 
The

" parade th e second day is the 
R tX 
lo n g e s t. 
There were some 


TW ENTY 
c a r s 
Aud num erous other chariots, chair and 
horse squads, all illustrative of the “ Arabian 
N ight’s E n tertain m en t.” 
W e were com­ 
fortably located a t the up.tow n residence 
of a leading m erchant of th e city (an 
“ ex -K in g ” oí the C arnival, we believe),, 
and th e procession was an hour and a 
quarter 
passing 
th a t 
point. 
A large 
punch-bowl located at the front gate was 
occasionally found to be in th eir way7, but 
it upset nothing, nor dirl it cause any 
great delay. 
Then there was an associa­ 
tion—the “ Piium iy P horty Phellow s”—de­ 
voted to burlesquing “ Dr. Mary W alk er,” 
“ W oman’s Suffrage,” 
etc.,

local pride. 
G uests from Chicago for this 
particular occasion were there, and the 
way the “ boys” tu rn o ut w ith bedecked en­ 
gines, 
and richly-liveried 
horses w ith 
bronzed mane and tail and gikled hoofs, 
etc., was an evidence th at their hearts 
were in it and their guests m ust be hon­ 
ored. 
The French opera house and its am ­ 
ple appointm ents, filled w ith people, was 
viewed by us from the second or dress cir­ 
cle, which extends well out into the m iddle 
of th e immense building, and is thus a r­ 
ranged : First, tow ard and fronting the 
stage, low partitioned boxes, then a tw o 
and half feet prom enade, both extending 
entirely around ; then follows, 
back of 
these and more elevated, chair seats sev­ 
eral tiers ; back of all, large private boxes 
close up to the next circle. 
I t is so a r­ 
ranged th a t betw een the acts guests can 
visit any one in this circle and have their 
social chat w ithout disturbing any one 
else.

an interesting entertainm ent was when the 
drop-curtain was down and New Orleans 
was face to face and soul to soul.

visited by rail 


WEST END AND SPA N ISH FORT, 
Some six miles from the city, nearly in the 
same direction, and both beautiful lakeside 
resorts w ith extensive accommodations. 
The la tte r place is historieally in terest­ 
ing. 
W e also visited C halm ette Cemetery 
(Jackson's battle-field), and regretted tosee 
th a t Jackson’s m onum ent, one-third fin­ 
ished, 
is going to ruin, th e covering 
tottering off, and the m arble base slabs 
th at fill the lookouts stolen away. 
I t casts 
at noonday an ugly cragged shadow over 
the head stones of the nation’s dead. 
For 
sha'rne ! the lot should .be added to the 
national grounds, 
th e 
m onum ent 
car­ 
ried well tow ard th e clouds and pu t u n ­ 
der the charge of the same superintendency. 
Tne city cem etery is a novelty for N o rth ­ 
ern people. 
Owing to the grounds being 
troubled w ith w ater near the surface, the 
dead are all placed in vaults above ground. 
Some of th e vaults are elegant, others plain 
and 
substantial. 
T his is 
a fair sub­ 
stitu te for those who are not quite recon­ 
ciled to the better plan of having the 
crem atory prepare the ashes for the sacred 
urn of the family. 
The beeswaxed box, 
the hackm au's bill and the hole in the 
ground have had their day long enough. 


CITY PROBLEMS. 
The city debt a rd its surface sewerage 
are its problems, b ut they are now being 
worked out by energetic men, who are 
bound to succeed. 
She has empire enough 
for a great trade. 
Texas is im praviug rap­ 
idly, aud soon they will be able to cele­ 
brate the unity of the Gulf w ith the Pacific. 
Then will New Orleans be a sister city to 
Sacram ento, and of like interests and sym ­ 
pathies. 
Leaving New Orleans in the 
morning by the Mobile R ailroad, going 
cast leisurely, w ith the w aters of Lake 
Ponchartrain on ou r left, the num erous 
small 
hays 
of 
th e 
Gulf 
on 
our 
right, we passed through the duck h u n ters’ 
ideal country. W hat on the maps are called 
towns is a single duck “ blind,” or house 
used as a station and named. (W e take back 
all we said about the tow ns on th e over­ 
land road.) 
As we approach M obile the 
country is higher, and some small tim ber 
is found, and a few very p re tty quiet vil­ 
lages. 
W e pass Mobile, which they report 
as not being w hat it used to be for busi­ 
ness, and arrive at the Pensacola junction 
at 2 o’clock in th e afternoon. 
The con­ 
ductor concludes th a t before startin g for 
Pensacola he will w ait for the west-bound 
train ; the operator does not know’ how 
much the train is behind tim e ; the con­ 
ductor disappears ; the tires in the stoves 
go out and we step out and tram p it to 
keep warm . 
E very tim e th e faithful en­ 
gineer blows the w histle, and th a t is all 
he has to do, we break for the cars. 
W e 
happen to be near by, when, at 6 o’clock 
th e ears sta rt for Pensacola where we ar­ 
rive at 9 o clock ; distance about 85 miles. 


PENSACOLA 
Is quite an im portant point on the gulf, 
and docs considerable business especially 


in lumber. 
The b u rn t portion of the tow n 
is being substantially rebuilt. 
Steam ers go 
from here direct to H avana. Key W est, 
Oedar 
K eys 
and 
St. 
M arks, 
near 
Tallahasse. 
M uch lum ber 
is shipped 
from this place to d istan t ports. 
W e m et 
here representatives of Boston and E din­ 
burgh firms, who keep buyers in this place 
constantly. 
The piue here is excellent for 
shipbuilding purposes. 
A good m any from 
Richm ond, and even points at the N orth, go 
this wav to Havana. 
W e did not go to 
Cedar Keys by steam er and th . nee hy rail 
to J acksouville, Florida, for the reasons th at 
we find th a t a hotelkeeper’s “ hourly ix- 
pcctation ” is liable to extend into next 
week, and our “ accidental p o licy ” was 
not good tor the steam er. 
W e left Pensa­ 
cola in the m oroing and w ent by’ rail to 
M ontgom ery, Alabam a, through a tim ber 
country, the grow th being email and cut 
out about every fifteen years. 
The trip 
was uninteresting. 


MONTGOMERY 
Is a nice tow n, located on rolling lands, 
has many good buildings and tine streets. 
W e arrived a t 9 o'clock r. m. the same 
day—fair railroad speed you sec. 
O ur 
route from M ontgom ery was through an 
open, improved country to S m itiiviili and 
A lbany, and through tim ber country ag.Thi 
to Tliomasville, Georgia, arriving ther. 
the same evening. 
W e 
had a 
five- 
day 
tic k et 
and 
w ished 
to 
stop 
over at Thom ssville to see the place and 
also W . S. H opkins and wife, of San F ran ­ 
cisco, whom we m et a t N ew Orleans, and 
w hs were speudiug a few days here ; but 
the conductor from A lbany insisted th at 
his orders would not adm it of any such 
frivolity. 
The sleeper was full, y et we so 
adm ired his courage to protect his com ­ 
pany th a t we rem ained w ith him and 
roughed it through all night to D upont, 
thence to Live Oak and Jacksonville. Fla., 
arriving early next m orning in the best of 
hum or—to quarrel. 


JACKSONVILLE 
H as seven hotels, iirst-clas3, and some 
nice residences. 
The tow n is filled w ith 
people—crowds going and coming con­ 
tinually—y et has not a street in it, th at 
we saw, th a t ia “ good for mau or beast.” 
Its chief attractions now are hotel bills, 
oranges and alligators. 
Its curiosities are 
shells, car.es aud good-looking women. 
T aking a steam er we w ent south, up the 
St. Johns river, by M andarin (Mrs. Stowe’s 
w inter residence), Green Cove Springs, 
Tocoi and other points, to l ’olatka, the 
m ost nicely-looated and most comfortable 
place we found in F e rula. 
I t is seventy- 
live mjjes from Jacksonville, and has some 
fine hotels. 
O ther sm a.ler boats go from 
here 
farther 
up 
the 
St. Johns 
and 
Ooklawaha river. 
There are a great many 
places of popular resort in th is p a it of the 
State, aud m any of them are very crowded 
w ith N orthern people, especially a t this 
season, when they wish to escape the 
M arch storm s, enjoy a California clim ate, 
and a t some points take in a little malaria. 
A t the close of the “ season” here the most 
of the leading hotel men pack up and go 
N orth apd m ake out bills a t N orthern re­ 
sorts during the summer. 
R eturning to 
Tocoi we took rail for fifteen m iles through 
a m arsh to the “ a n cieu t” tow n of 


ST. AUGUSTINE, 
The oldest in th e U nited States. 
The 
streets are narrow , the one in front of our 
hotel being b ut fourteen feet wide. 
Old 
F o rt M aiion, built from 1620 to 1756, 
of 
coquina 
stone, 
is 
a 
quaint, 
neg­ 
lected 
structure, 
now 
probably 
quite 
useless, b ut a volume of history in itself. 
The sea wall, a substantial work a mile 
long, commenced by the G overnm ent in 
1837, and prom ptly completed at a cost of 
a hundred thousand dollars, is the boasted 
prom enade of this old fossil town. 
Iu the 
m idst of th eir “ season,” a grand old sea­ 
wall and a bare “ single sail” in sight— 
shades of Sir Francis Drake ' who would 
w ant to capture this tow n now ? 
I t is in 
this p a rt of the country th at a great deal 
of the agricultural work is m anaged by the 
“ cracker,” who, w ith one steer or a sm all 
m ule (the sm aller the b etter for thi3 sm oked 
specimen of th e w hite race), will go to 
work w ith all the m ovem ents and delibera­ 
tion of an intelligent farm er. 
I t looks like 
a concentration of barbarism and boy’s 
play. 
The cattle here are sm all and of 
poor stock. 
R eturning to Tacoi by rail, 
thence to Jacksonville by steam er again, 
we found th a t the day previous the rail­ 
road engineer had gotten up sufficient 
speed to get a couple of cars off the track, 
b u t by th a t night all would be righted 
again. 
T aking the evening sleeper, we 
had a com fortable trip, reaching 


SAVANNAH 
N ext morning. 
This is Georgia's m etropo­ 
lis, and claims to be the second cotton port 
of the country. 
H er docks show activity. 
The streets are broad and shaded w ith 
large trees, such as the sygamore, magnolia 
and oak. 
N ot only have they placed a 
line of trees on each side of the streets, but 
some of the wide avenues have a row in the 
m iddle also. 
These trees have been grow ­ 
ing so long th a t they look like the men- 
archs of an old forest, and it gives the 
noble old tow n a novel appearance. 
She 
has many public squares. 
In the m idst of 
the city is Forsyth Park, lim ited in sta tu ­ 
ary, h ut heavily shaded, and evidently 
having good care. 
Leaving Savannah the 
same afternoon a t half-past 3 we reached 
C harleston th a t night about 10 o’clock. 
For th<i last ten days the am ount cf sm all 
tim ber and unoccupied country th a t has 
encompassed our railroad travel is surpris­ 
ing. 
Being in such an old country we 
looked for more improvem ents. The city of

The prom enade aloDg th e city 
front furnishes a view unsurpassed by few 
places. 
Betw een th e fine buildings extend­ 
ing along this front is a wide street, then a 
prom enade ; and from these for a long dis­ 
tance one can have at any m om ent a full 
view of the harbor, 
Sullivan’s Island, 
Castle Pinckney, F orts M oultrie, Sum ter 
and Johnson. 
Aside from th e above we 
had only tim e to visit th e Citadel, Oscolo’s 
grave and th e Jasp er m onum ent. 
H er 
harbor did not show th e activity of th at of 
Savannah. 
T aking th e evening train we 
w ent via Florence to W ilmingtoD, touch­ 
ing there in the morning, and thence by 
the W ilm ington and W eldcn 
Railroad, 
via Goldsooro and W eldon, to Petersburg 
and Richm ond, arriving a t the latter place 
in the evening. 
T he country from W il­ 
m ington is well occupied, and quite an 
open one, b u t th e im provem ents along the 
road show economy in th eir construction 
and are tim e-w orn 
and have had but 
trilling repairs. 
The railroads are running 
at 
good 
speed 
and 
in 
fair 
order, 
which 
is 
som ething 
of 
a 
luxury 
in 
th e 
South, 
geuerally 
epeakiDg. 
Before reaching Petersburg, and from there 
to Richm ond, evidences of the late war 
are seen in every direction. 
Some of the 
lines of defenses located out in the open 
country are about as they were when left, 
except th a t they have been washed by 
rains and are grown over w ith grass. P eters­ 
burg shows age, and like m any other towns 
and cities of the South,does not seem to take 
well to paint and oil-men ju st now. I t is said 
th a t the city is doing a very fair business. 
A pproaching from Petersburg, we find no 
difficulty in “ getting into R ichm ond,” 
and were pleased to find this

So nicely located. On rolling land, w ith fine 
st.-i.et3, and so well above the river, her 
drainage should be excellent. 
H er m any 
fine residences "in good order, thriving in­ 
dustrial interests aud good business, shows 
a healthy prosperity. 
G rand is the view 
from Gam ble’s H ill in the southern portion 
of the city, looking off east tow ards Pow ­ 
hatan, the Jam es river, the battle-fields, 
D rew ’s Bluff, Petersburg, Belle Isle,and over 
a grand old landscape extending away to !he 
south and west. 
A picture could be taken 
here worthy the best effort cf aDy artist. 


Some of the places visited and noted were 
St. John's Cuurcn (Patrick H enry’s sacred 
forum). Libby 
Prison, Old Stoue H ouse 
(W ashington s headquarters), Uapitol build­ 
ing, and Capitol Square, w ith its m onu­ 
m ents to W ashington, Clay and Stonew all 
Jackson. 
The State Capitol has, among 
other works ot art, an original staiu e of 
W ashington and a best of L afayette by Hou- 
tlon. LeavingR ehnionduexteveuing jn sta t 
dusk, we soon had darkness, w ith slight 
fog or m ist, and found the trip to W ash­ 
ington about as interesting as a bull’s run- 
through a wilderness. 
W ashington is a 
city to at every A m erican should feel proud 
of. 
W hatever m istakes were m ade in 
economizing ground by giving the city sev­ 
eral narrow streets was well offset by many 
v id e ones, and w hen “ Boss S hephard” 
took the city in charge, it was fortunate for 
those who have to plod the streets day and 
night. 
It is considerate to have placel 
along these handsom e avenues sm all signs, 
“ No heavy tru ck in g allowed here,” and 
oue would think th at the truckm en had all 
seen the notice, aud left th e city. 
W e dul 
not see a hravilv-lo.vied tru ck anyw here in 
the city. 
T he trade appears to be a nice 
lively r tail trade, and w ith the m any pen. 
pie, gives it t;:e character of a city of sober 
holidays. 
One a t mice notices th a t then*

E ntirely different from th a t to be fcnnU in 
any other city of this country. 
We have 
heard it called the “ Paris of A m erica,” 
hut if so we judge it to lie an Am erican 
ParÍ3. 
\\ e were disappointed in the ap­ 
pearance of th e Capitol building. 
Tile 
dome looks well, but the wings lack night, 
and «hile it may satisfy all and answ er the 
purpose, it occurred to us th a t if the Capi­ 
tol stood anyw here else but on th a t proud 
national hill, it would be well to turn it 
over to one of the departm ents. 
1-, ia not 
in keeping w ith th at A m erican building at 
th e other cud of the avenue, th e State, 
W ar aud N avy D epartm ents. 
A citizen 
can stand b tf >ro th at, alongside an Eng­ 
lishman, and w ith some satistaotion slightly 
raise his beaver and say, “ Look ’ere,‘th a t’s 
one of our buildings.” 
The W hite H ouse 
is m odest and plain enough to satisfy all. 
W e tru st it will not last long where it is. 
It should be moved ; m odesty is comm end­ 
able, h ut no one likes to see it stared at. 
The N ational M useum is a good building 
for the purpose, bu t m any of the public 
buildings belonging to the National Gov­ 
ernm ent look best on paper and in draw ­ 
ings as shown in the architect’s office. 
It 
does seem in order and alm ost necessary, 
th at 
m ost 
of 
these public 
buildings 
should have a neat, appropriate sign placed 
on them . 
A sm art man in six yean can by 
industry learn th eir names and use», but 
life is tco short for visitors to run around 
aud ask this one and th a t one, “ W h at 
building is th is?” 
B eeid es.it sou nils ver­ 
dant to some, and we cannot all he six-year 
citizens of W ashington. I t was on a M onday 
morning we called w ith others a t the W hite 
House toseethe President and the in iu io ro f 
the building. The reception-room was full, 
and after a few m oments the President ap­ 
peared and first called for the “ greeting ” 
set, thoee who w anted nothing. He w altzed 
through o ar set a la “ grand right aud left” 
in a cordial business style, and iu about 
the usual tim e it tak es—we misv d the 
m usic—-and then turned to th e stiff rors, 
and when the w riter left he was p ittin g 
through the other set iu good sliap ■ and 
showed adeptr.ess for one who hai been 
practically a t it only a few ‘days.

W as in session, and by the com ! c y of 
Senator M iller we were adm itted into the 
Senate cham ber. 
H e aud Senator Parley 
introduced us to Senators Logan, Conkling, 
Jones of N evada, Beck of K entucky Ma- 
hone and others. 
Tlie last named hears 
his honors and notoriety w ell—quiet, self­ 
possessed. and w ith a bearing tha indi­ 
cates his m ind as constantly readjusting 
some q u 1 stion. 
W hen the South g« - the 
problem settled satisfactorily as to how 
she is to pay her enormous State and city 
debts (V irginia $90,000,000 S tate debt 
alone), w ith a country years behind the 
age, many’ of the higher classes b an k ru p t 
and uneducated to th e N orthern sp irit of 
industry ; when a goodly num ber of her 
citizens conclude th a t perhaps the present 
m anagem ent of the G overnm ent is quite 
satisfactory, and tu rn to it w ith cordial 
support—when these questions are more 
settled, M ahone will be a more agreeable 
subject for criticism for m any.

quaint, plain, cut up witii the num erous 
and usually small rooms of the modern 
everyday house.

feels m ost interested in going up to the 
second floor of the house, and visiting th e 
bedroom of the great hero. 
W hile it is 
m oderate—very in size and apparently w ith 
low ceiling— it was as cosy and com fortable 
as one need to have. 
I t is said th a t after 
his death M artha W ashington took posses­ 
sion of th e small attic cham btr over this 
room, and spent much of her tim e locking 
out of the sm all window from which could 
be seen the old or first tomb, then contain­ 
ing the G eneral’s remains. 
Beyond this 
tom b and in line are the willows luought 
from Napoleon’s grave a t St. Helena. 
Une 
is here rem inded of tw o or three occur­ 
rences iu history fam iliar to all. 
How 
W ashington was urged again and again to 
forego his great hurry to execute the com­ 
mands bearing on th e interests of George 
H I., and go into a certain house, to see the 
“ y ouDg w idow ,” if nothing more ; how he 
finally handed the reins to the L ieutenant 
and went into the bousd, and forgot K ing 
George, 
L ieutenant, 
horse and 
ali 
ou 
the 
outside, 
th a t 
day 
and 
night 
and next day ; th e faithful lives these 
tw o republicans souis lived, w ith no heir 
to their greatness ; how, after his death 
she burned his private letters to keep them 
from the eyes of an outside w orld ; how 
they lived and died. 
How different the 
great Napoleon. 
H e struck hands w ith 
th e state to bruise the heart of Josephine 
from rind to core. 
Leaving M ount V er­ 
non after lunch, we arrived at W illard’s 
a t half-past 3 o’clock. 
W e visited the 
“ Corcoran G allery of A rt” while at W ash­ 
ington. 
The building and grounds cost a 
q uarter iff a million. 
M r. Corcoran's col­ 
lection of pictures and statuary was valued 
at $100,000. 
The institution has an en­ 
dow m ent fund of $900,000. 
W ashington 
will soon be a city of statuary. 
To ua it 
seemed th a t th e city debt and expenses 
should be taken charge of by t Ke G overn­ 
m ent, the citizens being required to pay a 
proper nominal tax. 
W e left W ashington 
and the Sonth w ith feeliugs som ewhat 
different from the state of m ind in which 
we entered ; pleased in some respects and 
m uch improved in our information and in­ 
telligence of facts. W e merely touched Bal­ 
tim ore, and stopped b ut a couple of days 
at Philadelphia. 
The w eather was cold, 
and we came on hastily to this great city. 
I t and Philadelphia seem to reach nearly 
all the way back to Baltimore. 
They are 
now using six-foot driving wheels on th e 
engines between here and Philadelphia, 
which will take a train of six cars—the dis­ 
tance 90 miles—in tw o hours.

Site also kept more than her vow—she 
kept h i fortune. 
When the creditors got 
hold of Mr. Molloy^s gre*t estates he left 
the very luadsome surplus left him in cash 
and 
uaola absolutely to his own wise 
daujl tar. 
Not a penny went into the 
pockets of Count Steldl or Mr. O'Biru. It 
was a bitter disappointment to hothg.su- 
tlemen, and I believe they avenged their 
wrong3 U|)(-n their wives after tiie manner 
of their kind. 
So while poor Madame Steldl suffered 
ami starved all over Europe, ami poor Mrs.

Eh, but one hundred thousand pardons, 
Monsieur Fitzgerald O’Birn.” 
Tne Major’s jaws fell, and all his face, 
save his.nose, grew suddenly pale. 
“ Sure, now, ye’re net goin’ to tell me 
Vt-’re one of them blagyard Jews V cried he 
“ Sure, ’twould be too crool an’ all, when 
I've come down to see me own wife’s sis- 
ther, that’s rollin’ over and over in joola 
an’ gi ld. 
An’ ye’ve followed me all the 
wee down here ; an’ this is a free country !

In his death, 
l’arii has lost a uoble Christian worker. 
No other man in our midst lias so con­ 
stantly and cheerfully devoted his energy 
and talent to public benefactions and pri­ 
vate beuevolence. 
His Christianity bhone 
conspicuous in works, the fruits oí which 
will be manifest in years t</come, upon the 
society of Paria, lie was ardently devoted

The following observations í n the minute 
s'induro of metals which have been hnm- 
merel into thin leaves are instructive. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
great opacity of 
metals it is quite possible to procure, by 
chemical meaos, metallic leaves sufficiently 
thin to examine beneath the microscope by 
transmitted light. 
Such an examination 
will show two principal types of structure 
— one essentially granular and the other 
fibrous. 
The granular metals, of which 
tin may be taken as an example, present the 
pppe irance of exceedingly minute grains, 
each one heir.g perfectly isolat .d from its 
neighbors by still smaller 
interspaces. 
■Trie cohesion of su :h leaves is very small. 
The fibrous metals, on the other hand, 
such aa silver aud gold, have a very marked 
structure. 
Silver, especially, has the ap­ 
pearance of a mass of fine, elongated 
fibers, which are matted and interlaced ia 
a naanrer which very much resembles hair. 
Iu goli this fibrous structure, although 
present, is far le-e-i marked. 
Tne influence 
of extreme pressure upon gold and silver 
seem3 to be, therefore, to develop a de­ 
finite internal structure. 
Gold and silver, 
in f-ice, appear to behave in some respects 
like; plastic bodies. 
When forced to spread 
out iu tiie direction of least reactance their 
mol - ules do not move uniformly, bat 
neighboring mol. cules, having different ve­ 
le over one another, cius.ng a 
i arrangement of particles ia 
straight lines.—[Nature.

The present condition of New York 
forces upon the whole country the most 
serious and im portant of questions, namely :

A D U L T E R A T IO N . 


The Chamber of Commerce of San Fran­ 
cisco ha3 indorsed the proposed Congres­ 
sional laws against adulteration, though 
not without resistance. 
More than one 
member objected to the proposed legisla­ 
tion on the singular ground that it was 
calculated to “ fetter com m erce;” 
the 
inevitable inference being that the manu­ 
facture of shams of various kinds ought to 
be regarded as legitimate. 
In case3of this 
kind, however, abuses are certain to bring 
about their own rectification, and for the 
simple but sufficient reason tlu t when once 
adulteration has been discovered those 
who have been*practising it are compelled 
to choose between a return to honest 
methods and the total sacrifice of their 
trade. 
To prohibit adulteration by law 
therefore is merely to protect 
honest 
traders, and to prevent the discrediting 
of a national commerce through the rascal­ 
ity of a few knaves. 
W e are glad to 
note 
that 
most of 
the 
members 
of 
the Chamber of Commerce 
were free 
to express their opinion th at adulteration 
was rascality, and th at it ought to be 
shown no quarter. 
Tnafc is the oniy spirit 
in which the question can be profitably 
treated, in fact. 
Congress cannot pass too 
stringent laws against adulteration, and 
the only real cause of apprehension is that 
it will be lobbied into declining to pass any 
laws. 
Legislation is the sole recourse of 
honest merchants and manufacturers at 
present. 
If that fails them it is plain that 
iu a few year3 the export trade of the 
country will be seriously crippled, for it is 
perfectly* certain th at cur foreign eastern­ 
ers will emphatically refuse to be swindled 
when they has*e once detected the methods 
by which they have been cheated in the 
past. 
Honesty is tho best policy, and,* in 
truth, the only successful policy in trade, 
and this is always found out after every 
roguish device has been tried aud ex­ 
ploded.

There has been a good deal of talk afceut 
what is called tie “ courtesy of 
the 
“ Senate,” which, being interpreted, means 
the practice among Senators of invariably 
voting for the appointments made by t’neir 
colleagues, and as invariably voting against 
appointments «which are obnoxious to their 
colleagues. 
Now, it mu3t be evident upon 
reflection th at the real meaning of this 
practico is a determination on the part of 
those who maintain it to usurp for the 
Senate a power which the Constitution 
never invested that chamber with. 
For if 
the President cannot nominate any person 
to office who is obnoxious jo the Senator 
from his State, it follows that the power of 
Tippriutmenl is transferred from the Presi­ 
dent to the Senate, and th at the right of 
nomination with which the Executive is 
vested becomes a mere empty show. 
Such a combination among the Senators 
to support one another is consequently a 
distinct invasion of constitutional pro­ 
visions, and no Executive ought to submit 
to it. 
If, further, suob a practice is re­ 
sorted to for the special purpose of protect­ 
ing and fortifying the “ machine,” the 
attitude of the Senate becomes one of an­ 
tagonism, not merely to the Executive, 
but to the best interests of the whole 


nation. 
I t is not a mere question of opin­ 
ion between President Garfield and Sen­ 
ator Conkiing. 
I t is a question whether 
appointments shall be made as the Consti­ 
tution provides, by the President, by and 
with the consent of the Senate, or by the 
Senate in defiance of the President. 
And 
it is clearly impossible for the Senate to 
take a position against the President on 
an appointment concerning the propriety 
of which no objection can be raised, w ith­ 
out committing itself to the unconstitu­ 
tional theory we have been examining ; 
for it is plain that such a position in­ 
volves a denial of freedom of choice to 
the President, anda corresponding assump­ 
tion of a final right of determination on 
the part of the Senate. 
If, therefore, this is really the character 
of the struggle which is alleged to he go­ 
ing on behind the deadlock over Mahone, 
it is time the public comprehended it, to 
the end that they may indicate their ap­ 
proval of 
the President’s attitude. 
It 
would evidently be impossible for him to 
take any other position than that which 
he occupies, without abdicating his consti­ 
tutional authority altogether, 
lie must 
assert his rights against all unconstitu­ 
tional usurpations. 
The power of appoint­ 
ment must rest in his hands so long as 
the Constitution rcmaius unaltered. 
The 
Senate cannot be justified in sidiug with 
any one of its members who for his own 
purposes chooses to resist au appointment 
otherwise unobjectionable. 
Should it do 
so it must bring itself into collision with 
the Constitution and with the people, and 
if President Garfield is only opposing such 
an illegitimate movement there can be no 
doubt that he is strictly within the line of 
his duty, and that there is nothing in his 
couise to justify the disparaging reports 
which have lately been sent from W ash­ 
ington.

Seme of General G rant’s malignant en­ 
emies are constantly hounding the unfor­ 
tunate man, and doubtless would make his 
life miserable, were he not phenomenally 
phlegmatic, by the wicked lies they circu­ 
late respecting him. 
lie cannot go any­ 
where but these people instantly invent 
some preposterous story as to his inten­ 
tions, and they are careful to attribute to 
him pr. jecis of the most ridiculous char­ 
acter, no doubt with the deliberate purpose 
of bringing him into contempt. 
The latest 
fiction of this kind is to the effect that he 
is pining to become a filibuster ; that lie 
is going to Mexico to put himself at tho 
head of a rebellion against tho regular 
Government ; and that he is ambitious to 
procure the “ independence” of Mexico.

It has been observed by a great living 
art critic that the nineteenth century is 
practically without invention or progress in 
art matters, and truly the statem ent would 
seem to be a jast one. 
For it is a period 
without a style of its own ; a period in 
which thereisa fantastic gathering up of the 
uglinesses and crudities of the past, a defiant 
and perverse baptism of ancient heresies, 
a tendency to 
run counter to all the 
previously received principles and theories, 
apparently for no other motive than con­ 
tradiction. 
Take for examplo the angular 
styles of decoration which have become so 
common. 
These are as inartistic, as un- 
picturesque, as ungraceful as possible, aud 
concerning this there is 
no room 
for 
disputation. 
For it is not a mere fancy 
that curved lines are the most graceful. 
They are of necessity the most graceful, 
because they imply the successful achieve­ 
ment of purpose with the least force or 
friction. 
All graceful motion is easy mo­ 
tion. 
All awkward motion is angular mo­ 
tion. 
Angularity therefore is hopelessly 
vicious iu art, and no amount of mystic 
twaddle or Suiuburnian rubbish can alter 
that fact. 
I t is apparently imagined that ju rt now, 
because everybody dabbles in some decora­ 
tive art frivolity, therefore arc culture is 
becoming general. This is a mistake. True 
art was never less studied than at the 
present day. 
True art is simplicity joined 
w ith judgment ; and both simplicity and 
judgment are conspicuous by their ab­ 
sence from 
mcst of 
the 
modern 
art 
exhibits and products. 
When art is de­ 
graded into a fashion, iudeed, it is inevi 
table that it should be deteriorated, for it 


¡3 not by such methods that it can be­ 
come absorbed by the popular intellect. 
The present 
century presents a .dreary 
medley of art revivals from past periods. 
It 
has 
ceased 
to 
think 
of 
progress, 
and 
has 
devoted 
itself 
to 
tile 
reproduction of the least beautiful and 
graceful works of bygone geneiaiions. 
Its 
kerainic rage, its Queen Ann fever, its 
Japanese mania, are each and all false 
esthetics. 
There is in these crazes no 
more 
connection 
with 
true 
art 
than 
exists between the preposterous yearn 
ings 
of the 
biblomaniac 
after 
large 
paper copies and first editions, and the 
dignity and beauty of Literature. 
The 
nineteenth century has failed to produce 
an art school that will live. 
It has been 
a rococo century, and the succeeding 
one will learn little or nothing from 
Perhaps, however, its very barrenness 
may stimulate the coming generation to 
progress.

Mr. D.irman B. Eaton has just issued 
his report upon the effect of civil service 
reform as applied to the New York Cus 
tom-house aud Pcstoffice, and it contains 
some very interesting and suggestive facts. 
He shows that under “ m achine” manage­ 
ment the appointments and removals were 
so increased th at the staff at the Custom­ 
house aud Postoffice must have resembled 
a regimental depot in time of war. 
And 
one of the most significant facts about the 
m atter is that the removals were just as 
frequent when one Republican Collector 
succeeded another, as when a Democrat 
succeeded a Republican, or vice versa. 
Thus it is shown th at Collector Smythe, 
though he succeeded a Republican, Col­ 
lector Barney, removed S30 out of the 903 
subordinates in the Custom-house. 
Col­ 
lector Grinncll, who succeeded Smythe, 
removed 510 officers out of 892. Collector 
Murphy, who succeeded Grinnell, made 
33S removals in eighteen months. “ Thus,” 
says Mr. Eaton, “ in the period of five 
“ years, or 1,505 secular days, there had 
“ been 1.G7S removals in the Now York 
“ Custom-house, or more 
than 
at the 
“ rate 
of 
one 
for 
every* 
day*. 
The 
“ aggregate was very nearly equal to a re- 
“ moval of every official twice in that 
“ tim e.” 
And now mark w hat happened 
under the much-abused Administration of 
President Hayes. 
Since he went into of­ 
fice there have been 44 removals iu the 
Custom-house against the 830 of Smythe, 
the 510 of Grinncll, aud the 33S of Mur­ 
phy, and every* one of these 44 has been 
-for cause. 
Mr. Eaton say*8 : 
“ I have 
“ found no reason to think that any re- 
“ inoval has been m ale for partisan or 
“ merely political reasons.” 
These facts 
speak for themselves. 
No business could 
bo properly conducted in which the agents 
were being changed so continually ah they 
have been under the machine system. 
That method must be fatal to efficiency, 
and it ever has been. 
The people paY for 
this inefficiency, and it is in their interest 
th a t reform is demanded. 
Mr. Hayes has 
shown that it is possible, aud that is the 
main reason why he is abused aud bated 
so by the defenders of the corrupt and per­ 
nicious “ machine” system.

Chandler said in effect that 
he loved his wife, wanted no trouble, and asked 
if some amicable arrangement could not be 
had.

On the impulse of self preservad n Chandler 
drew and emptied the c . nten ts of his revolver 
at his antagonist.

his arm, lodgingfn hi* side, inflicting a fi sh 
wound.

Fence Decision. 


W e have received all the wav from the 
little town of W alworth, W ayne county, N. 
Y ., a catalogue of Holstein cattle lately im­ 
ported and owned by T. G. Yeomans & S >us 
of th at place. We remember the senior \ eo- 
mans as one of the most successful merchants 
in th at part of the Empire State thirty-five 
years ago. 
He afterwards abandoned tbe 
mercantile business aud was equally success­ 
ful as a nurseryman, in which business he is 
still engaged. 
He visited this State some 
four or five years since, and returning, made 
the tonr of Europe. 
Oil this tour he person­ 
ally selected and pur .-based some th irty odd 
head of pure Holstein cows and hulls, from 
the herds of N orth Holland and Friesland. 
The selection was made w i'h especial refer­ 
- euce to obtaining the very best milkers to be 
found among this breed of cattl?, where th y 
originated and where the purity of their blood 
has? been preserved fir so many centuries. 
B ut we did not begin this article to give a 
special history of any individual herd, but 
rather to sneak of some of the kuowu facts 
iu referent’ to this breed of cattle as a 
inilching breed. 
Tbe Holstein--, are supposed 
to be a native breed, not having been made 
up by crossing different classes, as toe Short­ 
horns have been, but having b:en found in 
the country when the Dutch first took Hol­ 
land, and having been kept pure by breeding 
in and in from th at early day to the present 
time. 
Du this account they are sometimes 
called the Dutch cattle. 
They :.re of al­ 
most uniform color or colors—being black 
and w hit-—are of large size, full as large as 
the Shorthorns or Hereford?. 
They have not 
been preserved in their native purity, how­ 
ever, by the Dutch oa ace.uut of their beif- 
making qualities, but for another or other 
qualities, which the Dutch regard as of 
greater . .due. 
They are great n ilkers and 
excellent cheese makers, and they have been 
bred for centuries with direct reference to 
preserving and improving these qualities, by 
a people among w horn the dairy is one of the 
leading industries of the farm. 
It is claimed 
th at the Holsteins will produce more milk 
per cow, more milk and btef, more miik and 
cheese, more 
milk 
and 
butter, 
for the 
worth of the feed, than any o'her b re d 
In substantiation of the above claims the fol­ 
lowing statements are given : 
A t the Ag- 
ricultur.il Academy at Eldena many experi­ 
ments weie made in feeding and milking 
cows, etc., and very precise accounts were 
kept of the product of every c iw, as well as 
tbe expenses of keeping h-r, and it was found 
th at three ‘Ayrshire cows averaged l,d47 
quarts of milk per c iw, while twenty-two 
H olland cc.vs averaged 4,-137 quarts per ccw. 
H ighest yield by Ayr.-hire, 2,811 quarts; 
highest Yield by Holland, 5,67< quarts. The 
Hollanders consumed about five pounds or 
the equivalent of hay for every quart of milk 
yi-1 le i. 
Toe Ayrshire, nine pounds of hay 
for one quart of milk. 
Another series of ex­ 
periments, ton,1 u ;ted by Villeroy. resulted iu 
showing ti at 100 pounds of hay produced in 
Hollanders 28.92 quarts of miik ; in Devons 
19.13 quar'.s, and in H.rt-fords 15 97 quarts. 
I t has been 
m oted qurstion with dairymen 
whether a large or small cow produced the 
most miik in proportion to quantity of fo il 
consumed. 
As beaiiugupon this question we 
give the foil oving experiment of Baron O kle, 
of Frankenfielde. 
He selected fonr Holland 
o r Holstein cows, the two heavier i f which 
weighed 2,112 pounds, and the two lighter 
ones 1,537 p- unts. . H e placed them in two 
groups, the heavier ones forming one group 
and the lighter ones the other, and continued 
the experiment during sixteen days, the food 
Vising correctly weighed to each when fed. 
T he result showed th at heavy c-iws of 
the same 
breed consume ill itively less 
i -nd than the lighter ones, and at the 
.me time yield a greaier return for it. 
Tiie Holsteins are conceded to be great milk­ 
s. 1 t it is no* generally believed th at their 
. -Ik is so rich in butter as that of one other 
ecds, while it is adm itted that it is even 
V'-or in caseir.e and albumen, or cheet-e- 
i ik in g pr perties. 
Borne experiments lately 
id - in liliii. is, however, go to establish a 
. avora’/.c ■-pinion of Holstein miik for butter 
'.•■arpóse-3. 
J . E. Grant, the owner of several 
largo butter factories, having noticed favor­ 
able reports of his cream-testers when applied 
to the milk from a herd of full blood HoUtein 
cows which be was buying, cincluded to in ­ 
stitute 3 cartful comparison for bisow n iri- 
f irmation. 
He communicates tue result of 
this comparison to the National Lire Stark 
■ fvrnat in these words : *• I set the miik of 
the Holstein cows (about fifty head) by itself, 
and in precisely the same manner as the other 
milk, had the cream churned separately, and 
the chee-e also made by itself, and all in the 
sam e day. 
From 100 pounds of HoLteiu 
tnilk I averaged 1 1-10 pounds of butter aud 
7,17 pom.ds of cheise. 
The butter was verv 
fine a n i Nc. 1 in all respects, and the cheese of 
very superior quality. 
From my other milk 
1 averaged 3 pounds of butler and 7 pounds 
of cheese for 100 pounds of milk. 
The Hol­ 
stein 
milk averaged 
11 
per ceut., and 
the other from 11 
to 12 per cent, 
of 
cream. 
The Holstein milk 
was drawn 
three miles, and the other from one half to 
four miles. 
In both cases the night ar.d 
morning milk was mixed and reset, and of 
course we could not gain as favorable results 
from either as we could have done ha I wc 
had the milk fresh from the cow s; and I 
think that treatm ent operated more ngnim-t 
the H olstein milk than against the other, for 
the reas in th at the Holstein milk is more 
dense than the ot! er, aud hence the cream 
would not separate again so readily, but this 
peculiarity in the 
Holstein is offset by 
another which I have noticed particularly. 
I t is that it is the best-kef ping milk I have 
ever handled ; therefore it can be held longer 
—a fact that i ugkt to operate in its favor in 
m arketing.' 
In all the above-stated com­ 
parisons ar, i experiments it will lie noticed 
th at the H- lstein milk has m t be-» com­ 
pared with the milk of the .Jeisey and G um - 
ec-ysas Pi richness in butter-making qualities. 
W e believe that no one pretends to claim 
tb at the milk of any other breed of cows is 
ri her in this respect than th at from the J e r­ 
sey, although it is claimed that a large 
Holstein cow will make in re lm tter iu 
year thau a 
may be tr 
Holstein will make more butter than the 


the world, for th at m atter. 
W e now observe 
that a meeting of manufacturers and farmers 
of central Iowa has been held, for the pur­ 
pose! of having the case appealed to theT n- 
preme Court of the U nited StateB for a final 
review aud decision. 
An Executive Com­ 
mittee was appointed to look after the case, 
and endeavor so to present it as to obtai:. a 
rever.-al of the former decision. 
In the in­ 
terest of the farmers of the whole couutry it 
is to be hoped they may. be succe-sful. 
A 
monopoly of tbe wire fence manufacturing 
and sale would be a real monopoly of the 
greatest dimensions, and would most likely 
operate as a great oppression to the farming 
interests of the whole country. 
The day is 
not far distant when timber will become so 
scarce th at wooden fences will be impractical, 
and wire fences or iron fences in some other 
form will become a nece-sity. 
If then all 
the wire fencing is by law placed in control 
of one firm, it is liar ily to lie -upposed tbat 
th at firm will not seek their own aggrandize­ 
m ent rather than the general good. 


W heat and Cheat. 
I t has been a disputed question a■; long as 
we can remember, whether wheat seed under 
any condition of siil will degenerate and 
bring a crop of chess. 
A very large portion 
of practical farmers who sow and reap crops 
of wheat eveiy year, anil who have every op­ 
portunity to observe all the changes nature 
produces in thete crops, m aintain th at wheat 
will turn to cheat,-and th at it often does do 
so when the Beasou is veiy wet and the soil 
cold. 
On the other hand scientists who have 
closely studied the laws of vegetable produc­ 
tion, aud many of whom li.yve instituted 
tp-cial experiments to determine the truth of 
the m btter in dispute, insist th at wheat and 
chess are as distinct varieties of grasses as 
are wheat aud corn or barley and oats, and 
th at one cannot produce the other any mi re 
than barley can produce cats or corn rye. 
Now there is no doubt th at wheat and chess 
belong to distinct genii or varieties i f plants. 
Botanists 
class 
the 
former 
as 
of the 
genus 
triticum , 
while 
they give to the 
latter the name 
bnnnus secatium. 
The 
English also give to chess or cheat the 
common name of darnel, which they also give 
to the different vat ieries of rye grass, which 
chess very much resembles in ap;siaranee. 
We have always steadily m aintained the 
opinion th at wheat and ill ss were distinct 
grasses, and th at it was impo.-ri! le for ti e 
former to degen ra‘e into the 1 ¡tier. 
We 
have always stated, however, th at the opp site 
opinion had many str ng reasons fo- i'3 sup­ 
port. 
Our attention has just been called to a 
small patch or plat of chess, the history of 
which is certainly calculated to bring a d ubt 
to the strongest, believer iu the position 
taken by the scientists on this -u : j .ct. 
In 
the town of Wa- i.irgton, Yolo c untv, John 
L. Woods last full sowed a small plat, 
probably 40 by 80, of clean sediment land, 
with 
wheat, taking particular pains to 
get 
the 
cleanest 
and 
plumpest 
of 
.-eed. 
The soil had been filled up some two 
or more feet deep with clean sediment from 
tbe river bar iu front of tbe town. 
D, had 
been sown once to barley and alfalfa, b at the 
alfalfa having been killed out by tipage-water 
a year ago, it was plowed and sown last fall 
to clean wheat. 
The wheat came up anil 
made a fine growth during the forepart of 
winter, looking as greeu and rank as could be 
wished. 
W e had friquently remarked its 
apparent vigor in passing it, as we did fre­ 
quently. 
During the high water of the lat 
te rp a ito f winter we had paid no attention 
to it particularly, but had noticed lately that 
it had lost its green, rack appearance, aud 
had assumed a light, yellowish, glossy-green. 
Oa yesterday, as we were passing it, we dis­ 
covered that w hat we had all the time looked 
up. n as wheat, w -s nothing inore nor k-?s 
than a patch . f genuine cheat, or chess 
The heads or spikts are just u aklng their 
appearance, am ‘ upon clo°e inspecti- a we co u l: 
not find a tingle head or -pike of wheat it; 
the

lot. 
N ot another 
spear of 
chi ss is to be found in any other bit near this, 
and nothing but che?* in this. Now we think 
it cannot be disputed that the same blades of 
wheat and the same stems or stalks that carne 
up ar.d grew from the kc-rrels of wheat that 
were town there are ther- -till, no we think 
it cannot be disputed that these same stems 
now have t n them pipes or heads of what 
is universally recognized as ches ¡ or cheat.

original was published some five years ago. 
Professor Sayce lias included iu this volume 
the result of over five years of active 
reseatcb by Assyrian scholars, since the first 
publicad m of the book, in which time great 
progress lias been made by the scholars of 
Europe iu the study of the Assyrian lan­ 
guage. 
The old solutions of Chaldean tab ­ 
lets have bteu cleared of error and obscurity, 
an d aré given now in the light of the n r at 
advanced knowledge on the subject, and 
proofs are given by new Bibylonian texts of 
the cnrrectne-s of the Assyrian copies. 
I t is 
not claimed in this work tbat the end has 
been reached; rn the contrary, it shows 
clearly that the field of research is still open. 
Theological students and biblical readers will 
find this work one of profound interest. Pro­ 
fessor Sayca speaks of his work very freely, 
aud from his preface we quote paragraphs ex­ 
pressive of his views.

His 
representations, reinforced to some extent by 
the pressure from various sources in behalf of 
speedy action on certain pending nominations, 
have to-day resulted in securing a call for the 
assembly of the caucus next Tuesday, when 
he will undoubtedly 
make the same an­ 
nouncement to the caucus that he has made 
private'}’ to those whom he asked to unite 
with him in requesting its call, and douhtiess 
with the same convincing effect.

cultured 
audiences of this city. 
She has been known 
here simply as:»n actress and by the persona­ 
tions presented by her on the stage, and 
the 
judgment of her a’ i’itLs by 
this 
public has therefore 
been entirely im­ 
partial. 
In 
view 
of 
the 
prominence 
which dramatic tópica now have in 
the 
public mind ; of the varied entertainments 
given here the past winter ; the questionable 
character of some, the positively objectionable 
character of others, and the public comments 
thereon which have been recently indulged in, 
the advent of this actress in emotional and 
sensational plays, and also in the Shakes­ 
pearean, following so closely upon the recent 
doubtful engagements, has been deemed by 
the R ecord U nion a proper occasion for 
a mire 
extended 
discussion 
of 
the 
dramatic questions 
of 
the day. 
Alias 
Rogers 
was 
therefore 
ye-iterday calltd 
upon 
by 
a 
R ecord U n ion 
representa­ 
tive, with a view of eliciting her views as an 
experienced and well-informed actre-s upon 
several of the problems those questions in­ 
volve. 
It ia proper to preface w hit fellows 
by the statement that the lady did not invite 
the conversation, w:i3 surprised at the request 
for it, and yielded to the publicity it would 
involve only after seriously considering the 
matter, and concluding that she could afford 
to add her views to the now growing demand 
for reform iu the drama of the day, so long as 
her testimony was deemed of value in the case 
that the American public is now undoubtedly 
trying, and in which it must at no very dis­ 
tant day agree upon a decisive verdict. 
While the lady was very frank in her state­ 
ments, it is But just to say that she was 
modeJly reticent, and did not pr fifer subjects 
for the c mversation. 
Many of the replies 
are the aggregate of responses to several ques­ 
tions, only such interrogatories being here 
given as are neee-siry to clearness. 


THE VIEWS OF AN ACTRESS. 
The R icord-U mon ri presentative opened 
the conversation by saying: Miss Rogers, 
topics concerning the drama and people of 
the stage are alwavs of interest to readers, 
and just now especially valuable. 
You have 
had many year.s experience ou the stage, and 
the knowledge gained in your profession ren­ 
ders your opinion relative to it of value to 
non-professionals in forming a correct judg­ 
ment of the stace and its people. 
W ill you 
respond to proper inquiries on certain sub­ 
jects of interest about the theater, the draaia 
and actors ? 
Aliss Rogers—I have reflected upon your 
request, and am inclined to give my opinions 
for whatever value they may possess if you 
desire it, though I assure you I. do not court 
the criticism my expressions may bring on. 
Reporter—Of their value, permit o'hers 
to judge. 
As 
a 
matter of 
prtface it 
is quite desirable to ask you concerning the 
scope of your observation that those not 
familiar with your stage history may better 
weigh the opinions you expre-s. 
Will you 
therefore please state how long you have 
been ou the stage, the countries in which you 
have played and the character of the drama 
in which you have chiefly appeared ? 
Aliss Rogers—Well, as you know, I am an 
Englishwoman. I appeared first on the Btage 
sixteen years ago. 
I came on with Samuel 
Phelps at Sadler’s Wells Theater,I,ocdon. It 
was the home of tragic acting, and Phelp3 
was the great mas'er then. 
It was the home 
of the sterling old comedies, too. 
It was de­ 
voted entirely to the legitimate, though there 
were more pretentious theaters in London. 
It was there, however, that Tom Taylor’s 
“ Fool’s Revenge ’’ was brought out. 
It was 
considered the first innovation on the legiti­ 
mate school, but it ia in this day by contrast 
itself considered of the legitimate. 
I have 
been in this country nine years. 
I came first 
with Sothern. appearing iu “ Galatea” at 
Wallack’a, New York. 
I presented it for 
the first time it was given in America. 
Yes, 
1 have played in the leading cities from New 
York to San Francisco, and many principal 
towns, but chiefly iu the cities. 
I began in 
the purely legitimate school, hut latterly 
came also to appear in society aud sensational 
plays, because managers insist that the public 
demand them, but I seek the legitimate 
whenever 1 caD. I don’t like the sensational. 
My admiration is all for the better school. 
Yes. I have had an extended acquaintance 
with leading people of the stage, and have 
had opp -rtunities to observe some of the 
best models in Europe aud America. 


THE SENSATIONAL DRAMA. 
Q.—Concerning the tendency toward the 
French society plays and the purely sensa­ 
tional, has there, think you, been a declina­ 
tion of public taste, or is it due to the im­ 
poverishment of “ talent,” its inability to 
present the legitimate ; or has there been a 
decline of the legitimate? 
A .—I don’t think the public taste has de­ 
clined. 
It ought to improve with the growth 
of intelligence. 
I don’t think the tendency 
you refer to is due to the impoverishment of 
“ talent,” or to any lack of ability, though 
there is need of a school to cultivate it. 
The 
truth is, we have mainly speculative managers 
nowadays, and there all the fault is. 
Q —How is that ? 
A .—Why, most of our managers are not 
lovers of art, not frieDds of the drama. 
On 
the contrary, the drama is to them only a 
means of personal ends. 
They insist that the 
public demand the sensational. 
I don’t be­ 
lieve it. 
They drive the art-loving public 
away, but those who do come and witness 
the sensational they point to as indorsing 
that style of the drama and cite their pres­ 
ence iu support of their system. 
I think 
such management unprincipled, and that the 
aublic is unjustly judged by such managers. 
Tne time of departure from the legitimate 
was when the speculative managers came in. 
The legitimate declined or was supplanted 
because of no inherent disease, but by reason 
of assaults by these managers. 
When thtse 
vandals came in Art hid herself, and has been 
unable to entirely resist them. 
To Bhow you 
that the managers are wrong, and that the 
demand for the legitimate exists, look at the 
record of this season. 
McCullough, Aliss 
Anderson, Tom Keene, Barrett, a score of 
others, and those meteors of art, the great 
Salvini and the great Janauschek, all playing 
in the legitimate with most marked snccess 
in far apart sections. 
The great, the ordi­ 
nary and the stock are and have been all 
along received well in the legitimate. 
No, 
sir, the love for the legitimate is not dead. 
It ia as strong as ever, but it is given no food 
by the most of managers, and precious little 
by the dramatic writers of the day'and the 
few like those named who adhere to it are 
simply physically unable to meet the whole 
demand. 
Q.—But people really are beginning to be­ 
lieve that there is a decadence in the ability 
of “ stock.” They speak of the “ good old 
6tock,” and old play-goers remark regretfully 
upon the absence of that strength familiar 
in old companies. 
They may be heard daily 
murmuring that nowadays there are but one 
or two good people to be picked out of any 
given company. 
STAR AND COMBINATION. 
A .—Well, it is all due to the "star” and 
“ combination” system. 
Your grumblers 
are nearly right. 
These “ combinations” 
prevent actors and actresses from remaining 
settled in their homes. 
The system demands 
that they shall travel and take companies 
with them, and so the people are educated 
against the old system of permanent stock 
companies. 
Yet the people will and do 
staud by good stock companies now. 
Do" 
you remember the old California Theater 


stock and how long it was hell together? 
\ \ hy ? Because McCullough aod Barrett were 
the managers and at the same time actors.- 
They weie not mera speculators. 
T ke the 
managers nowadays. 
How many of them 
can judge of ability ? How many know one 
play from another, to spesk stror.ely ? Tbev 
lnok only at the cost and the po-sii le profit. 
They want to out bom-t and out-oili a: d out­ 
advertise each other. 
It ha? got to be the 
question with them, not who is the most aide 
actor, but who has good “ printing” with 
her. g io j dresses, etc., and w .o is best 
“ advertised.” 
Q —Has the star system tended to weaken 
the “ stock,” 1.1 discourage advancement and 
ambition among stock actors? 
* 
A —Ob, ye?, indeed I It has weakened the 
love for art. 
It has rendered it more diffi­ 
cult for stock actors to adv..me. 
They say 
now, “ W iiat’s the n-e of jstudy ir.g and strug­ 
gling? Isn’t it better to go and bargain for a 
piece to ‘fit,’ get t gather a company, have a 
lot of minting doqe ar.d go out starring our­ 
selves?” And .o theyd ) by the buudtc’s, 
and they swarm over the lend ». i’h “ s lecial- 
ties,” and “ combination*. ” They have no 
title to lie called stars, and are in fact only 
; mimon st; ck, and some of them very com­ 
mon. 
Well, they blaze out in posters and 
newspaper puffs, and the public pays us dol­ 
lar antiguos t .->ee them, an i e untsawav dis­ 
gusted, and then up goes thorny, “ Oh, the 
drama is on the decline!’ 
Way, that isn’t 
the drama. 
Q —What was the origin <f the “ star” 
system ? 
A .—It had a legitimate origin. 
Great ar­ 
tists, those of marked ability and gtniu?, 
were so adjudged and the verdict was that 
they deserved special prominence. 
The pic ­ 
ures of their art wcte entitled to the best 
light. 
So they were given special pro mi 
neuee and greater lew.urd, and all the world 
said that was rijht. 
It was what, yoaioi. ht 
say was the tribute to genius. 
But others 
w re envious cf their position, without the 
ability to win their aucce.-s, a. d so they 
sought to become stars by shorter methods, 
you see, 3ud so the ‘'-tar” sy-teni,which was 
legitimate at first, fell into abuse. 
Why, sir. 
I’d rather be one humble member of a fine 
company of artists whom I know to be bet­ 
ter than myself, and playing the legitimate 
and studying our art, than be starring L ami 
dragging around the country this way. 
I ’d 
he happier and better off every way. 
INFLUENCE CF THE “ STA R ” 
Q.—Is it true that the methods ar.d style 
of presentation are largely controlled by th - 
star, to the destruction of individuality or 
independence (if conception and action on the 
part of the “ support ? ” 
To illustrate : It is 
now believed that the actor supporting a star 
is required by the latter to present the subor­ 
dinate part according to the conception of 
the “ star,” no mutter what may be t,.e idea 
and thought of the actor concerning the part; 
that t> eucIi an extent has this grown that it 
has become in ifftct the law of the stage, 
until it has become unfair to criticise, either 
by approval or condemnation, the manner in 
which the support read or enact the parts 
committed t . them. 
A .—I can’t understand how any or.e educated 
as an artist can ialerfore with the conception 
of another artiet wi h whom he or *he i- play­ 
ing. 
There may be oc asions where the star 
will point out an error to a new comer or one 
willfully wrong. 
Now. by artists, remember, 
I don’t mean the mere ti ling nor the super­ 
numeraries ; such must be directed by some 
one, and the stage business must be often 
supervised by the star, and especially where 
the stage manager d es not “ travel.” 
But 
I’ve played with Phelps, Sothern, W.dlack. 
and ever so many of acknowledged stars, and 
I never knew them to attempt to control or 
suppress the individuality or originality of 
any brother artist, or attempt to make all 
conform to their model. 
I don’t think your 
question implies a fact. 
It may exist among 
the “ specalista," and the more “ travelers” 
with plays written “ to fit,” but not among 
artists. 
The real artist will not be subordi­ 
nated. 
Within the limits of bis part he will 
be as supreme as the star in his. 
Why I’ve 
known many a tine “ star” to seek the advice 
of old time stock actors as to the “ true idea” 
of a part, and as to their judgment of " bnsi- 
nes,” etc. 
Alauy of rile old school stock are 
thus counseltd with by “ stars,” and thrir 
judgment respected and received. 
Certainly 
what you intimate i? no law, no convention­ 
ality of the stage. 
Becau-e the modern plays 
make one part supremely prominent, it don’t 
follow, sir, that the subordination of other 
parts is the actor’s fm lt. 
No, sir; artists 
ought to be held by reviewers individually 
responsible fvir the manner of playing a part. 
I except largely the people in speculative 
companies, and under their managers, aud in 
the plays that swallow np every one but the 
greedy fellow who is after the money of the 
public, and don’t care how cruelly art is 
crushed. 
THE LITERARY CLASS 
Is much to blame for all these things that 
this conversation about “ stars” has em­ 
braced. 
The literary men produce these 
things that so many go about in as “ stars.” 
If literature, or those who assume to be of it, 
would not cater to the speculative managers 
and the aspiring incompetents who can rake 
up a few dollars to buy a play in which to 
appear as a “ star,” why things would be 
different. These “ specialists,” these so-called 
"stars,” care only for notoriety and money. 
Then there is another evil—that of debu­ 
tants. 
A lady buys a lot of fine dresse?, 
commits a part, gives a manager §300 or 8400 
for the theater and company for a night, and 
blazes out as a debutant. 
Generally that’s 
the last heard of her; but she has done an 
injury it takes long to repair. 
Now and 
then one of these people turiiB out to have 
some real ability, but never enough to more 
than give them a fair Btarting-place in a 
stock company. 
I mean, sir, chat in the 
theater, as an} where else, there is no true 
excellence without labor, aud no true ad­ 
vancement without growth, and it takes 
years of labor to grow, and the longer it takes 
the ni ire you learn and the better you love 
the profess! m. 
Q —To what extent do “ star3 ” ropy, each 
other ? Is there any conventionality of the 
stage which compels or leads or.e actor, after 
witnessing the performance of one or two 
leaching artists in a part, to follow them ? To 
what extent do artists borrow from each 
other? 
For instance, a lady eminent in dra­ 
matic circles played “ Forget Ale Not ” here. 
Shortly after another lady presented here the 
same part. 
Some one remarked she presents 
it better than did Miss A. 
“ Ah, yes,” re­ 
plied a playgoer, “ but remember that she 
has enjoyed the advantage of seeing Aliss A. 
in the part first, who created it, and while fol­ 
lowing has improved upon her.” 


THE “ MODEL” QUESTION. 
A .—I think a person of genius rarely 
copies. Some artist? create, Bonie copy. There 
is greater originality iu the profession than 
you suppose. 
One may see her own errors in 
another, and thus sorrect them. 
That might 
he so in the case you recite. 
I never saw 
either of tho?e ladies play “ Forget Ale Not.” 
I saw Miss Genevieve Ward play it. 
I give 
it after my own idea. 
I can’t understand 
how I could follow auother. 
I studied it ill 
Portland recently in two days, aud gave it 
after one rehearsal. 
That was something 
like work, I tell you. 
My experience is that 
models do not influence each other to any ap­ 
preciable extent. 
There is decidedly little 
copying on the stage, and the public very 
quickly discovers that little and reproves it. 
Q.—Has the social status of your profes­ 
sion shown gain or loss in the public estima­ 
tion in recent years ? 
A .—Loss, I am grieved to say. 
Q.—Why loss? 
A .—I don’t know. 
I think so. 
The sen- ’ 
sational school is one and the chief cause, 
probably. 
It has brought on a class of peo­ 
ple lacking in dignity and character to keep 
up the standard. 
Of .^ourse I don’t make 
the comparison with the' days when the peo­ 
ple, of the profession were known as mere 
“ strolling players”—3ort of vagabonds. But 
compare these days with those of Ellen 
Tree and Helen Fawcett and the Keans. 
Then the people of the stage were held in 
higher estimation ; they were social equals 
with the men and women of literature and 
art, and moved more generally among the 
people of culture and thought and refine­ 
ment. 
Now—well, now it is very different 
with the mass. 
There are some exceptions ; 
but the most of us the public live apart from, 
and there is probably no good reason why 
true professionals should have fallen in public 
esteem any more than any other class of peo­ 
ple following legitimate vocations. 
Q —How do the leading people of the 
stage look upon it at this day as a factor in 
the questions of civilization ? 
Is it promot­ 
ing the development_of progressive and ele­ 
vating thought and sentiment? Is it helping 
progress to the position for which it con­ 
stantly struggles? 
To illustrate clearly: 
Atodern literature has been a helper in the 
advance of civilization, as, for familiar in­ 
stances, consider “ Bleak H ouse” and the 
reform of chancery practice, “ Very Hard 
Cash ” and insane asylum reforms in England, 
“ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,'’ and the abolition of 
slavery, and so on ? 
THE DRAMA’S INFLUENCE. 
A .—I cm recall no great examples of the 
modern drama playing auy such part. 
The 
truth is. sir, it is playing no such part as 
your question suggests. With the "Tourists” 


and “ Strategists, ’ and all that class of plays 
to lie numbered by the hundred, forcing 
then selves so much on the atiention of tho 
people, bow can the stace do much of a work ? 
How can it, wh?n all the eff >rt is 
hinder 
its eff -i ts and clog its advance ? Now, there 
are e.b .ut a dozen leading people playing the 
legi'iinate prominently iu all Amerioi, but 
thete are probably 500 otheis claiming to be 
prominent, playing the oppneite. 
fio you s; e 
the legitimate can h ivo iiiue influence on such 
a situation. 
Of course, sir, the legitimate 
drama has helped the world iatriv some, inn 
small way, and it impressions are not lost. 
Now you must understand me. 
I do not ad­ 
mit any incapacity in the drama of the day 
to help the w. add advance, but to set that 
capacity in motion th le mint be dramatic 
relorm, and that must begin by leading men 
comir.g to the front and giving arii-*» new 
text if the old is behind tie times ; ai d then 
we must have managers who will not pieeti- 
tu’e^ari-. 
Now there is Mr. Steele Mackayo 
of New York ; he has sntered cn an effort of 
reform. 
His idea is to establish a theater 
and company on the principle of the Comedie 
Frarcxi?. 
The artists are to be selected for 
abiii'y, personal worth a: d character, and 
returned a>. members ol an crganizati n in 
which they have an interest, both in profits 
and triumphs. 
Only, the l-gi'imate will be 
given, and the dramatic art will be made a 
study, with a view to its highest develop­ 
ment. 
It ia a splendid scheme, and all good 
people ought to wi-h it success. 
rulers. 
Q —The California public believe th prices 
for admission to theaters here to be di-proper 
tionat'ly and unjustly bigh. 
What do yon 
tli ink ? 
A .—No, they are not too hi.-h ; rot so high 
as insum e first-class theaters at the E at, 
and n it higher thou they ought to be, 1 
think; hut, then, you ought to have the 
graduated price system, ranging from §1 to 
25 cents. 
A large, yes, the largest part of 
tile house might to be ua is the two-shilling 
jiin in Ei gland. 
Q —What do yon think about the prices 
prid “ stais 
ar-th ey too high? 
Has the 
system become damaging to the drama aud 
the public, and is it tiua that the prices de- 
mauded have so grown that managers m 
longer find the busin-ss of managing on fi a­ 
ble? Fur instance, 1 know of one case w! ere 
the star deuTacded SO per em t. of the gross 
rtdipts, leaving but 20 per cent, for ex­ 
penses, reward i f capital invested aud the 
feeing of a po rly-paid stock company. 
A .—May have “ demanded,” but I reckon 
that that star didn’t get the eighty per cent 
To a certain extent a class of "atara” are paid 
too much. 
The tiivisiou ought to he more 
equal in very mat y cases. The fault is chiefly 
v itb the managers named, who bid against each 
other, and spend ail for the star, and don’t 
cire much for the support. 
So you often get 
all star and uo stuck. 
Q.—What place do you think has comic 
op ra, now so popular, in the dramatic situ­ 
ation of the period, and what is its tendency 
ami its influence on the drama proper? 
A. — The same ( lace 03 the sensational 
drama. 
It can-do little good, ami may do 
much harm. 
It does not to any notable ex­ 
tent cnltiv.te She taste for ni »ic. 
I don’t 
think it the friend of art. 
PRINTERS’ in k . 
Q-—Is it not true that some of tire great 
su :ce.i.?es of artists at the East are due quite as 
much to the liberal use of printers’ iutt as to 
real merit ? 
A .—Decidedly, unquestionably. 
That’s 
what 1 complain of. 
Tne.t’s one of the specu­ 
lative mane.gei’o tricks. 
It i»n’t talent, but 
big type, you see. 
Q —Is it, or is it not true that in cities and 
towns of the E ibt favorable notices of artists 
are often secute i by direct payment of money 
to the pr-es and critic?, or by adroit manage­ 
ment in influencing the -reviewer ? 
Here let 
me say to you, that it is a fact that very fre­ 
quently Eastern companies con e to Sacra­ 
mento, and their managers, aud the ar i-ta 
thems: Ives 
sometimes, 
request favorable 
mention, and immediately offer to pay for it. 
Being told that such a practice is not toler 
ated here and that the offer is offensive, they 
uniformly exprers their surprise, and do not 
hesitate to say that they “ tip" the press at 
the Ea-f, and have to d oit. 
A .—Yes. 
What your question suggests is 
true. 
But the methods of doihg the thit’g 
are many, and you’d have hard work often 
to prove it. 
You hive heard of the artist who 
paid a large sum to oue of the leading critics of 
New York, and paid it by check, aud when 
the critic subsequently went back on him, 
he brought proof of the check being cashed, 
and held it over the critic. 
Alore frequently 
the thing is done hy adroit management, and 
cftenest by the speculative manage!». 
Why, 
one prominent actoris new being taken around 
as they do a circus, and everyone knows what 
it is to have an agent who can “ manage ” the 
press. Sometimes the dramatic critic’s wife 
is brought direct to the artist tobe introduced, 
and receives a handsome present. Very often 
the bribery is by presents to the writer—a ring, 
a chain, etc. On, there are plenty of ways. I 
know of no instance of proprietors of papers 
being parties to these things; it’s all with 
their subordinates, and probably they can’t 
help it, even if they know it. 
It’s confined 
mostly to the style of dramatic companies 
I have spoken in condemnation of. 
So you 
see why ability is not equal, often, to adroit 
management, and why the “ notice - ” are in 
excess of worth sometimes. 
I don’t think it 
cau be said that these newspapers, however, 


PUFF UP REAL FRAUD. 
No ; I mean they over-praiae. 
Why, Bern­ 
hardt has press agents ail abnnt her, and 
brought one all the way from France. 
No 
doubt her auccsss is due greatly to the way 
newspapeis are “ worked.” 
She gets whole 
columns and constant notice, while Salvini, 
the greatest artist of the day—oh, such a 
grand ac'or, such a constant meteor—is 
passed over wi'h ordinary notice, such as 
is 
given 
most 
any 
ordinary 
actor. 
True, 
they 
Acknowledge 
and 
praise 
his genius, but then there is no su h putting 
or his claims before the public as in the case 
of Bernhardt, who is not to he named in the 
same breath with .Salvini. 
You see Bern­ 
hardt is well and Salvini poorly managed. 
Q —Many Eastern companies, lauded at 
the East, come here with a vast spread of 
“ paper ” aud the most enthusiastic press in­ 
dorsements, but more frequently than other­ 
wise we are disappointed in them. 
What do 
you think ? Is the California public dull of 
its appreciation of ait, or is it morbidly ex­ 
acting ? 
A .—No, it if n ot; but some are so lauded 
that your disappointment is natural. 
But I 
know of no real star of standing who has 
failed in California of full appreciation. One 
failed iu a sense, but it was largely due te 
other causes. 
The California public is much 
imposed on. but probably not more so than 
in other States. 
One thing, it is r.ot so 
easily taken in as are some others. 
I think 
your people fully appreciative of merit.. 
Q.—Have you noticed whether the children 
of dramatic artists follow in the footsteps of 
their parents, or do they mark out new paths 
for themselves ? 
A .—I do not think the children of people 
of genius generally develop 
in the saíne 
lines. 
It is not hereditary. 
There are some 
exceptions, as Booth, for instance, and Kean ; 
but even as to him. many claim that he only 
copied his fattier, and lacked originality. 
A VERY PLAIN STATEMENT. 
Q —To return to the old question, you find 
small apology for the star system ? 
A .—You perceive I am radical for the old 
school. 
I am an advocate for thorough stock 
organization. 
Why, believe me, I thick if 
Barrett, Raymond, Crane, Aliss Anderson, 
Fanny Davenport, Alisa Dargon, Miss Eyt- 
inge, Airs.
